tive, executive and judicial appropriation

cause the rings to break: that conclu- 
sions reached by experts were impossi- 
ble and Improbable; and that if th« wom- 
an WAS subject to epileptic Sts she could 
have received, th* injuries found on the 
body by falling.

Washington, Jan. 6.—The presentation 


of replies of the members of thp cabinet 
to th« resolution calling for information 
as to the application of the civil service 
law to the various departments of the 
government, together wltH the consider- 
ation of the bill establishing a bureau,for 
the twelfth census, precipitated a sharp 
debate in the senate.

New Tork, Jan. 6.—The medical fra- 


ternity in this city is much Interested 
In the report from Vienna, that Dr. 
Sch»nck had discovered the secret of ex- 
ercising an influence over females so as 
to fix the sex of their offspring. Dr. G. 
Schrady, editor ot th« Medical Record, 
said: "I think Dr. Schenck's discovery 
Is probably a revival of the old thec.ry 
which holds that the eex of a child Is de- 
termined, wholly or Im part, by the man- 
ner in which Its parents are nourished. 
The study of animate has shown that th« 
female, when confined to a low diet, if 
It conceives «i all, will bring forth a 
male. Contrarlly, when the diet Is of 
high nutrition the issue i» likely to be 
female. The reason for tnl* seems to be 
that th* male is much the heartier, and 
that it will live and thrive in its em- 
bryonic state on a minimum of nutrition. 
The breed-ore of all sorts of animals have 
gone to great lengths in attempts in- 
dubitably to prove this theory, and to a 
certain extent the results bear It cut. 
Of course there are exceptions."
